As I mentioned in my previous email, The People Concern has recently launched their newest 
outreach team. This team, which is part of their E6 program is a multidisciplinary team of service 
providers which includes a mental health clinician, substance abuse specialist, peer supporter, case 
manager, and a physician's assistant.
